Ten Seconds After Horses 


Leave the Post.

PARIS,'Dee. 16.—The racing world of 


Paris lias been excited over the discovery 
of an extensive system of fraud which is 
being- practiced with considerable suc- 
cess by a syndicate of betting men. So 
far the police have not been able to ap- 
prehend them, although they know per- 
fectly well that fraud is being practiced. 
The root -of the matter is the pari-mu- 
tuel system. 


The pari-mutuel accepts bets on races 


nominally up to ths moment of the start, 
but really a few seconds after .the horses 
have started. In a'short'race of 1000 or. 
1400 yards the result is naturally largely 
a question of start, and' one is pretty 
safe in betting on the three horses which 
are leading after the first couple of. hun- 
dred yards; that is to say, ten seconds, 
or thereabouts after the race has be- 
gun. 
As soon as betting is to. stop a 


bell is rung in all the parimtituel booths 
all over the race track, but this bell neve: 
rings until some seconds after the start. 


The syndicate of. betting men whom 


the police are watching have, been profit. 
Ing by this stats of affairs. 
Their syo 


tern Is known at. Longchamps.^Auteuil ancV 
the other race tracks as "wireless tele- 
graph." It is very simple. Men.are dot- 
ted about between the start and "the be«. 
ting- booth, and signal to their accom- 
plices by means of a special eode. 
The 


signal Is .passed on with lightning ra- 
pidity, and enables the men near the 
booths, who are waiting with money in 
their hands, to bet on what is practically 
a .certainty. The gains ot tile syndicate 
this last season are said to have been 
enormous. Several .horse owners have in- I 
formed the police, pointing out that horses i 
which should start at 6 to 1 only brought' 
in 2 to 1, owing to heavy bets at the 
last moment.

THROUGH HIGH GRASS.

"We started toward the Mafulu moun- 


tains from the Mekeo-district, following 
the course of the St. Joseph's river," he 
said. 
. 
. - - . . . 


"The ground was covered with thick, 


reedy grass, sometimes 10" feet'In height, 
and through this we had to .push our way 
along JH-formed'riati-ve paths." ". . • 


"We visited as , many'villages, as; possi- 


ble on the way ,to-the mountains.- Here 
we were received very, courteously. by.;the 
chiefs, to whom "I .gave various presents 
in exchange for native .carriers.' 
'There Is, of .course,;no such thing as 


monevj either among- the natives of the 
plains or the Mafulas, so-that. I carried.a 
stock of articles called1 'trade,' in lieu of 
money. 


"My 'trade' consisted .of the following 


goods:1 Axes, knives, trada tobacco, beads, 
plane irons, belts, red calico, pouches and 
salt. With these things I;paid for-aU.na- 
tive latoor. 


"At last, after walking through almost 


Impossible .bush and undergrowth, . we 
came upon the Mafulu mountains and be- 
gun to ascend them. . By. - thla time my 
legs were covered with 'sore&—there is, I 
tim sure, septic poison in the atmosphere 
there—and every step hurt me. 


FIND THE MAFUUUS. 


"It was between. 4000 and 5000 feet up 


the mountains that we came upon the 
Mafuhis—a small people, entirely naked 
save for a strip of barn work round the 
loins. Their skin Is a, dark sooty brown 
color, hair a grizzly, frizzy brown, and 
across their faces are weiro. splashes of 
color, chiefly bright-red. 


"Here In these wild, otrt-of-the world 


regions, I found two French Jesuit priests. 
I cannot express: my immense admiration 
for those twc men who lived there quite 
alone and unprotected. 


"The Mafulus,.I discovered, though they 


are cannibals, are not actually-head hunt- 
ers. 
They only eat '• human flesh when 


the victim is killed In battla or private 
vendetta; but thon the actual slayer is 
not permitted to assist at the feast. 


"Their liking for pigs amounts-to some- 


thing like worship. Women nurse young 
pigs just as they would ba-mos. 
One 


woman killed her baby so that she could 
nurae a young ptig. At the -big feast pis 
flesh Is largely eaten. One.village o£ a&out 
100 houses Wiled no pigs for their meal. 


FEAR-"GHOSTS. 
. 


"The religion of the Mafutaa IB simply 


the primitive fear, of ghosts and spirits. 
They have not reached thro stage of idol- 
atry. They believe, for instance,: that the 
fig tree: and certain trailing plants are 
spirtt-haunted." A Jesuit priest, who 
wanted to build 'a hut, was warned: oy the 
Mafulus not to cut through one of these 
trallinr plants. He laug-hed at their fears 
and cut It throngii. Strangely enough, he 
was taken HI the .very next day and hac 
to be removed to the coast. 


"Marriage is a. very simple process. A 


boy sees a. girl he wants and goes to her 
house. 
A price f;s arranged for her— 


some pigs or a tornabawk—and the girl's 
parents accompany the boy back to his 
home.

Designs of a new tprpedo,' which will 
have a wider range of action and a much, 
greater speed • than any hitherto employ- 
ed, has been approved, oy the authorities 
here. During the past 12 to 13 months 
the naval departments oftseveral of the 
powers have been experimenting In con- 
nection with the motive power. In the 
weapon referred to this will be cempress- 
ed air, the same by which it will be dis- 
charged, and the torpedo .will be of much 
smaller dimensions,. thus affecting a con- 
siderable economy in the ..cost,. as well 
as giving much higher efficiency.

among the 'more conservative element that 
that fact that Germany is not now en- 
gaged In a war, which might easily be 
disastrous to nor prestige, is due mainly 
to tho firm and dignified politics of Eng- 
land. 
- 


The people of Germany have learned 


to sec If they are to bo allowed to con- 
tinue their evolution in peace they must 
first of all put their own house in order. 
The danger of a great catastrophe, such 
as threatened Germany the whole sum- 
mer and fall, has aroused, In the people, 
an earnest determination to prevent a 
similar condition from occurring again. 


No longer will tha voters be ^satisfied 


with promises and minor reforms, they 
demand a thorough and widespread re- 
form of the official press, and they real- 
ize that the greatest danger lies in the 
fact that ministers are chosen without 
the co-operation of the people, that they 
run the country without consulting the 
people or threir representatives, and that 
they remain In office not as long as the 
people want them, but as long as their 
politics please tho Kaiser. 


Tho intimate relations between govern- 


ment 
and popple, 
-which is 
absolutely 


necessary to the healthy evolution of the 
German empire, are to be brought about 
only by a powerful and democratic Reich- 
stag and there Is every indication that 
the one now to be elected will represent 
the-German people better than, any of'its 
predesessors. 


OTHER CRISES IMMINENT. 


While the general international situa- 


tion has -momentarily improved, warning 
voices are 'not lacking against overconfl- 
dence in the future, for tha many realize 
that crises like the one just passed are 
likely to occur- again. 
The interests of 


the great powers, nowadays, practically 
take in the whole world and it Is next to 
impossible to avoid a clash somewhere.

CROP FAILURE IS REAL FAMINE, 
The Russian Duma, the public and the 


press were very much concerned to find 
out that the much talked-of partial' fail- 
ure of the'crops this year Is not merely, a 
failure of the crops, but a downright 
famine of a very serious kind.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The Chancellor of 


tho Exchequer la carrying h's social re- 
forms without strengthening his grip up- 
on British d'Smocracy or increasing his 
popularity and authority. "While the In- 
surance bill Is the crudest measure ever 
submitted to Parliament and there has 
been no deliberate revision of its com- 
• plex provisions. Unionists havo accepted 
in'advance the principle of the threefold 
contribution as the basis of a sound na- 
tional system 
and cannot -consistently 
vote against the third reading. Possi- 
bly they will follow Mr. Law a second 
time out of the House as an emphatic 
method of protesting against the exces- 
sive use of the closure. This will bo a 
safer course than the proposal of a rea- 
soned amendment directed against the 
obnoxious features of the measura. 
Notwithstanding tho 
unpopularity of 
tho servant tax, tho continued resist- 
ance of doctors and the opposition of 
trade unions to the establishment of 
separate systems for four sections of tho 
"United Kingdom, It Is evident that ths 
bill cannot be blocked In tho Commons. 
Tho question thus arises, What will 
tho Lords do with it? Influential mem- 
bers havo heen asserting that thoy will 
carry it to a second reading as a proof 
they they accept the general principles 
of the measure and then hang It up in 
committee; on the ground that it reaches 
them too late lor systematic revision and 
careful scrutiny. If the Lords take this 
sagacious course 
they 
will 
vindicate 
their reputetlon as a cautious revising 
body, responsible to the nation for the 
enactment of -well digested measures. 


UNIONIST TACTICIANS BUSY. 


Tacticians among them, are now sug-

PRINCE LOUIS A STRONG FORCE. 
Prince Louis of Battenberg will be the 
strongest individual force at the Ad- 
miralty.

Two years afterward came the disgrace-

Then 
followed the urgent and repeated invita- 
tion that he should place his sword at 
the disposal of the new-born Republic of 
Chile in her strug-gle with 'Spain. 
As 


Professor T-.aug-hton lias remarked, "the 
terrible blow which fell on him In 181-i 
must bo considered as'having really rais- 
ed his reputation by giving- his career the 
peculiar romantic and adventurous turn 
which it assumed." 


Very touching was the noble devotion 


of his wife through all this wretched 
business, and when In August, 1818,' he 
sailed for Valparaiso 
she 
accompanied 


him with their two little boys. Crossing 
over to Boulogne by packet, they pro- 
ceeded on their voyage to South America 
In the Hose merchantman. 
Christmas 


was spent In Valparaiso and in getting 
tho Chilean fleet Into something' like a 
shipshape condition. The squadron sailed 
on January 1G, 1813, Cochrane's flag _be- 
ing on the O'Higgins. That vessel was 
already under way, and It was certainly 
too late . to put back when the Admiral 
discovered to his consternation that his 
5-year-old eon and heir Tom—a future 
E3arl of Dundonald—had escaped .from his 
mother's caro and. was on board!

Barbarian Shows On>n Preference. 


From sheer lack of knowledge the barbarian must 


show his own preference. He takes from, nature her 
gaudiest colors and most beautiful shapes and weaves 
them Into ornaments for himself or those he loves best 


"With the birth of civilization came tho refining of the 


ornamentation of the body, but taste is a matter of 
growth in spirit as well as experience. However, per- 
sonal ornaments appear to have been among the first 
objects on which the invention and Ingenuity of man 
wero exercised, and among- the modern oriental nations 
we find almost every kind of personal decoration from 
the simple casto mark on the forehead of the Hindu to 
tha gorgeous examples of beaten gold and silver work 
of the various provinces and cities of India.

picked up for a song anywhere, that has a sheen like

Congress Is Determined That 


American Citizenship Shall 


Be Respected. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—At the 


close of a. day of troubled activity In 
both, executive and legislative depart- 
ments, following .Russia's declaration 
that the language of the Sulzer reso- 
lution favoring: the termination of the 
treaty of IS82 was objectionable' to the 
czar's government, these facts stand 
out: 


1. Tlie passage by the senate of the 
Sulzer resolution without amendment 
.will abruptly sever diplomatic rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Russia. 


2. The 
president, 
although con- 


vinced that legislative action is neces- 
sary in order to enforce Russian, re- 
spect for American citizens, whether 
Jews or gentiles, favors a more tem- 
perately worded resolution than M:he 
one that passed the house by a vote 
of 300 to 1. 


3. Action by. tha senate will be ta- 


ken probably Monday. The majority 
of the members of the committee on 
foreign relations believe that a reso- 
lution, favoring the termination of the 
treaty will pass, but probably.

In the. latter year Jordan will have reached the age 


of 65. He has voluntarily decided to retire from Stan- 
ford at that time. By so doing he will relinquish an 
annual salary of $12,000. .,His closest friends here say 
Jordan is not worrying about a Carnegie pension and 
would never think of asking for one. - If given volun- 
tarily, however, it-would riot be declined.'^Judging'by 
the way the Carnegie trustees have p.ensiSned a num- 
ber, of college professors, his intimates figure that if, 
Jordan is finally pensioned by them'it "will, be at the 
rate of $4000 a year. -Like..Wilson, Jpr'!dan is not a 
rich man. However, his earning capacity has 
:• been 


greater. He has been enjoying since ISi'iSO, as.presi-' 
dent of Stanford, $10,000 a year for'part of the time 
and $12.000 since about 1900. His annual income from 
his writings and lectures is said to nave averaged 
about $8000 annually during the last ten years. So, 
as compared with many other college professors, his 
financial status is not cause of worry to him. Provided 
he keeps his health, Jordan, after leaving Stanford-, 
need never fear for a .comfortable income. As a 
writer, lecturer, an authority on fish and in other 
ways, hisjservices will always be in demand." 


Stanford, by the'way, has never seen fit to,allow 


him a fund for traveling expenses. Wheeler of the, 
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University of California gets the same salary'as Jor- 
dan and is allowed in addition $3000 a year for enter- 
tainment and traveling. Both men do and should' 
travel a .great deal, because it is highly beneficial to 
their respective institutions in the long run.

Whether their' 
activities will boom tunnel stock and bonds and 
whether .they "will get an additional profit from the-

Not the least of the changes wrought by the 1906 


disaster has been the disappearance of the "two-bit" 
side of Market street.'

side neighbors as the cheap or two-bit side. Today 
it has many costly buildings. Wealthy and large re- 
tail, firms are there. They are. drawing business, too. 
About as many;people crowd its sidewalks as on the 
north side. . A,t some hours of the day the crowd is 
even larger. So noticeable has this become that late- 
ly property owners on the north side have employed 
men to count the number of pedestrians at given 
hours, in the morning and afternoon-and at the noon 
hour on both sides of the street. Some twenty men 
have had .these unique jobs. Their reports, I am told, 
.show that it is a. close race the south side is giving 
the one to the north. 
Rents are somewhat cheaper 


today on the' south side, which, in view of the crowds 
of people, is a decided advantage. It must be_ noted,'' 
however, that one south-side retail store is paying the 
largest rent of any store in town and is a magnet for 
that part of Market. 


One owner on the north side, in talking about this 


phase of the city's growth, remarked that, one day 
several years before the fire he was south of Market 
attending to some business. 
'• Finding that; ire could 


not go to his club for luncheon because of being de- 
tained until long after noon, he went into one of the 
restaurants on the south side "of Market. He told the 
waiter he wanted some chicken soup, asparagus, with 
a nice dressing, an extra fine piece of prime roast beef 
and several other things. 


"My God, man; if I thought all them' things were 


in the house, I'd eat them myself," was the.blunt re- 
sponse' of the waiter.

California's Hew Fuel Resource 


A certain capitalist tells me of a new fuel resource 


of California, which has just been definitely estab- 
lished by the United States Geological Survey. 'The 
abundance of oil and its price, he says, may delay put- 
ting this new fuel on the market. 


California has young or lignite coal in abundance. 


Its use has been attempted in briquette and ordinary 
form, but without success as a general marketable 
commodity. In Amador county, there is. an apparent^ 
ly inexhaustible deposit of brown lignite. -North'Da- 
kota and Texas also have the brown variety. In Ger- 
many there are similar deposits. .In that country it 
has for years been pressed into briquette form and 
sold as a cheap and fine fuel. • Last, year 12,000,000 
tons in this shape were 'sold. The Geological Survey, 
people have thoroughly studied .the German variety, 
and its manufacture into a marketable. 'commodity. 
They have also bought one of ,the German briquette. 


.machines and have it installed near the national, capi- 
tal. 
Recently several carloads of the brown lignite 


from Amador county were shipped to Washington 
for, experiment purposes. 
Shipments were als^a .ob- 


tained from the Texas and North,. Dakota :fields. 
It 


was fotind'that ;the two latter ^varieties; could;not be 
pressed into the solid, hard German briquette,!.shape. 
because they lack a , proper proportion of bitumen. .. 
On the other Hand, it was discovered that the Ama- 
dor lignite has the necessary seven per cent""oi"'bitu- • 
men and was readily pressed into briquette ,'shape. 
Samples, of the' latter and the German -form.-were 
burned at the same time, both giving a good, '"quick 
toe'at; On*q was found to compare equally with' the 
other.. (Both. kinds of briquette coal were tried, here 
by the capitalist'with the 'same result. He has fig-: 
ured that the new fuel can be put on. the market at $5 
a ton.

wide and one inch .in thickness. This shape is due to 
the fact that in that comparatively treeless country 
the people for years, were, accustomed to burn fagots 
6f about that'sH'ap.ei,.-:'.'

When, he found'himself at last with a good baiik ac- 
count, which was years after his father's failure, C. C. 
Moore, quietly hunted up all of the creditors of his 
father and'settled with them dollar for dollar, much 
to their surprise and delight. His conduct is still a 
sweet memory in Santa Cruz, where most of the credi- 
tors lived. 


United States Senator 
George Chamberlain '•. of 


Oregon was the other man spoken of in this connec- 
tion. Years ago Chamberlain went from Georgia to 
Albany, .Ore.,'to carve out a career. Having 
about 


twelve hundred dollars to spare several years after 
living ih the town, he invested it in the stock of the 
local bank. Soon afterwards-, he was made one of .the 
institution's directors. Numbers of. people thereafter 
were wont to call the place,"Chamberlain's Bank." 
Later on the bank failed, and a lot "of the depositors 
saw fit to tell Chamberlain that they never would 
have put their money in the bank had he not been a 
director.

There is an old adage about looking a gift 'horse in the mouth 


that we recommend to the'attention of the editor of the Stockton 
•.Record. He indulges .in a lot of dyspeptic carping because Mrs. 
Kate Sather bequeathed something like $600,000 to the State Uni- 
iversity. The inferences he draws are wholly unfounded -and wan- 
'tonly unjust.

Our Stockton contemporary intimates that Mrs. Sather's hus- 


band, long since deceased, did not get his money honestly and that 
•Mrs. Sather's benefaction was in the nature of a conscience gift. Tt 
compares the rich men who endow universities, colleges and hospi- 
tals to the robber barons of the Middle Ages, who made'rich gifts 
;to the church to expiate their crimes against humanity. The com- 
parison is just when applied to some men, but it is gratuitously 
wrong when applied to Mjns. Sather. There is neither truth nor 
magnanimity in this comment on Mrs. Sather's gift: 


"The prodigal gifts of the money barons to institutions by which 


.they gain fame and praise bear striking resemblance, to the manners 
iof the barons of the Dark Ages'; Herein is a most interesting his- 
'torical study. In those old days the 'strong men' built up their 
wealth by pillage and war, under the banner of Christian chivalry. 
-:'Today our men of money are amassing their vast, hoards under an 
industrial system that gives their rapacity 'fullest opportunity. In 
former~days the barons bought immunity and (supposedly) the 
favor of God by endowing churches and church institutions. Now- 
adays our barons are endowing universities and libraries. The man- 
ner of getting the money in the two.ages differs in manner; but in 
spirit the barons of old were not unlike those of today." 


Mrs. Bather's wealth, came to her from the late Pedar Sather, 


who amassed it honorably in banking and commerce. No .taint of 
dishonest or unfair dealing was attached to it. Mr. Sather's integ- 
rity was never questioned,, and. he was never engaged in enter- 
prises of a doubtful character. He was a plain, simple, frugal.man 
who conducted his business along old-fashioned lines. He was/not 
what is called "a captain of .industry" nor did he ever engage in 
What is called high finance. Thrift/methodical industry and .shrewd 
business judgment built up his'fortune. His widow put to a noble 
use money that was honestly earned in legitimate business. 


We have no disposition to criticize the general tenor of the Rec- 


ord's remarks—there is much truth in them. But we do protest 
against making Mrs. Sather's ' philanthropy a text for commen 
which carry the color of insinuation. Why imply that her husband 
was not a strictly honorable man and that sordid motives prompted 
her to make the State University a magnificent gift? The comment 
:an only be construed as a reproach. It poiiits.an, accusing -finger 
at innocent and worthy people, and is altogether lacking in the 
warm appreciation for good deeds that .every noble and fair mind 
should feel.

A Columbia University professor says the Hearst amphitheater 


at Berkeley is not a Greek theater at all, speaking from an archi- 
tectural standpoint.

Perhaps the critic is not a. critic at all, but 
bumptious ass who advertises his own ignorance and lack of taste 
.by throwing mud at an edifice which is. noble and useful regardlesf 
'of the style of architecture to which it belongs.

Bill Contemplates Extending; 


Influence of Agricultural 


Colleges, 


WASHINGTON, Deo. IS.—A plan to on- i 
able agricultural colleges throughout the 
country to do extension work by bringing' 
to the . farmers of their respective com-! 
munitles the best methods of intensivo' 
agriculture, is contemplated in a bill that 
•will be introduced in (Jongress after tha 
holidays. 


The leading spirit In this movement Is 
Howard Gross of Chicago, president of tho 
National Soil Fertility League. The ob-t 
ject of this latest agricultural propaganda^ 
Is 
to bring the farmers into personal 
touch wit hsoll experts with a view to 
largely Increasing the output of the farm. 
In the preparation of the bill, Mr. Gross 
has 
the 
co-operation of the executive 
committee appointed by the land grant 
colleges of this country. 
In certain sections of the South exper- 
iments financed by the Rockefeller foun- 
dation and directed by soil experts of the 
Department of Agriculture have shown 
the farmers how to double their yield. 
The bill contemplated will ask at first 
an annual Federal appropriation of $100.^' 
000, or about half a cent per capita, this, 
appropriation gradually to be tncreasajr 
for five years until a maximum of Jl - 
000,000 has been reached. Estimates show 
that the expense of maintaining a soil- 
expert In every agricultural county In 
the United States would not exceed ten 
cents per capita a year.

Requesting Cleveland to 


Pay Him for 1912. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 16. — Tho sea- 
son for holdouts has started. The ath- 
letes -who make a living by playing base- 
ball are asking for additions in their 
pay envelopes next (year, the .owners 
of the clubs are refusing them, -and the 
usual "I'm through with ' the game," 
statements are issued, north, east," west 
and south, wherever '.the 
disappointed 
athletes may reside. 
- 
The larger number of 
disputes over 
salary matters in baseball never become 
public. 
Those, that are published come 
from the players, the owners do not caro 
to tell about them. 
Every club in the 
country has Its arguments over the sal- 
ary question just as every -business house 
has, and they are always settled. 
"Vean Gregg, the phenomenal left-hand- 
ed pitcher from, the coast;'Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander, from the west, whom the 
Philadelphia Nationals secured for $600 
and who proved the biggest pitching1 sen- 
sation of the year; big Ed Sweeney, the 
tall and muscular backstop of the New 
York Highlanders; they are among- the 
(holdouts already announced. There will 
be others, for the season Is just starting. 
National 
league 
moguls . look' upon 
Gregg's demands as a joke. This Is not 
His first dispute with the Cleveland club 
over salary. He had a few before this. 
What he wants for. pitching for Cleveland 
in 1912 is §5000. Several club owners in 
the National league when they heard oC 
Grefg's demands laughed. 
In the National league there are hut 
five players outside the managers who 
are getting ?5000 or more a season. Thtfy 
are: 
Christy Mathewson of the New York 
Giants, whose salary is said to be $8000 
a year and who gets the top f.gure paid 
a National league player. 
Ha will get 
the same amount next season. 
Hans Wagner of the Pittsburg- Pirates 
gets probably $1000 less than -Mathewson. 
He again led the National league in hit- 
ting: this year and probably will sign *or 
the same figure next season. 
Mordecai Brown^ the veteran member of 
the Cubs' pitching staff, is paid . about 
$6000 a year. His work last season -will 
allow him to demand an equal salary fig- 
ure in 1912. 
Sherwood Magee of the Phillies, one of 
the best hitters in the game, pulls down 
$5000 a season. He will demand and un- 
doubtedly will receive tne same salary" 
next year.. 
Tommy Leach of the Pirates got $5000 
last year, but all he hit in 102 games was

The problem of the 


verworked bookkeeper is a serious one. 


His salary is seldom large enough .to more 
than cover living expenses, but; he keeps 
"•• because he is not fitted for any other 


work, till outraged . nature steps In and 
says, "Thus far and no.farther." 
There are several poultry colonies in 


this state which aro - probably what our 
correspondent refers to. There is one near 
L,os Angeles, but whlia the manager of the 
head farm Is -always ready to advise, he 
is not supposed to really'teach one: I be- 
lieve this farm markets the eggs for those 
who wish it.. But for-those who object 
to living in a colony, as .many do, there 
is another way. There are always small, 
income-producing farms to be had for a 
few hiincived cash and balance on long 
time. These are, usually 
.equipped 
for 


chickens and-turkeys and a flock,oC each, 
as well as horses, cows, wagons, fa-nrn 
Implements, etc., is included in tho price. 
You can 
count on the fruit on the place 


bringing In a neat sum. Cherries, apri- 
cots and Bartlett pears always bring good 
prices, and this year prunes ii-re .high. If 
you have a good water supply, which you 
should make sure .of before you buy, you 
can raise all of .your vegetables, including 
potatoes. 
These, with your berries, fruit, 


milk, butter, eggs and chickens for. the 
table, would save you a large sum during 
the year; Just how large only those can 
know who have them to buy-and who keep 
an expense account. I take it for granted 
that the readers know something about 
chick'enB arid the man you buy your ranch 
of will usually stay a few days to =ret you 
started right. He 'can tell you where vou 
can get your trees" sprayed and pruned 
until you learn to do It for yourself;, where 
you can buy your supplies 'to the best ad- 
vantage; the method-of leedlhg- that 'has 
brought the best results, and. how, when 
and where to -market your produce. 
You 


will know, of course, that you should get 
near a good market, or your shipping bills 
will eat a big hole in your profits. 
Be 


sure that the reason the place is for sale 
is not on account - of Its being non-pro, 
ductive. 'Insist that the seller show you 
his book of accounts and prove to you 
justt what his net profit has been. 
If 


you use due caution in buying, .and-don't 
assijme too heavy a mortgage, I -think 
you will never regret becoming a rancher 
or poultryman in California.

BcCore this law can take effect it will 


be necessary for the government to se- 
cure an agreement -with Holland and Aus- 
tria, with which' countries Germany has 
treaties guaranteeing the freedom of nav- 
igation on the two streams mentione.d. 
As both countries are strongly opposed 
to bartering away their rights, it is by 
no means certain that the law will ever 
be put in operation.
